It was announced today 
that the refinery of Ever- 
glades Sugar Refinery, Inc., 
located at Clewiston, Flor- 
ida, will be completed and 
in full production shortly. 
This refinery has been un- 
der construction for the past 
18 months and has been 
producing ‘liquid sugars and 
blends of liquid sugars since 
last Fall. Production of gran- 
ulated sugar a week ag» sig- 
naled the end of the con- 
struction stage and final 
completion of the plant will 
take place within the next 
few weeks. 

The refinery is of the 
most modern design and is 
the only sugar refinery in 
the State of Florida produc- 
ing both liquid and granu- 
lated sugar. 

Everglades Sugar Refin- 
ery will have a capacity of 
100,000,000 pounds of sugar 
annually, all of which will 
be produced from Florida 
grown raw sugars. The op- 
esrtion will add several 
millions of dollars each year 
to the South Florida econ- 
omy. 

Its sugars are marketed 
under the trade name 
"EVERCANE." 

Granulated sugar will be 
initially marketed in bulk 
and 100 lb. bags. In the 
very near future 2 and 5 lb. 
consumer packages will al- 
so be made available. 

The Resident Manager of 
the refinery is George Faw- 
cett, a graduate of Georgia 
Tech, who has had more 
than 15 years experience in 
the sugar refining industry.

“Very Successful” 
Head Start Program 


Terminated Here 


Five hundred deprived 
children, looking forward 
to a successful school exper- 
ience, will enter first grades 
in the Glades area on Aug- 
ust 30, after having com- 
pleted an eight weeks pre- 
school program, Project 
Head Start, on August 6. 
The project was a joint en- 
deavor of the federal gov- 
ernment and the Palm 
Beach County Board of 
Public Instruction. 

The children were taught 
by twenty-eight profession- 
al teachers assisted by teach- 
er aids in eight centers in 
this area — Rosenwald, 
Okeechobee, Gladeview, 
Gove, Lake Shore, Osceola, 
Everglades, and East Lake. 
Many children were trans- 
ported to the centers by 
school buses. 

Mr. Ruth Irvin was the 
coordinator of the project 
in this area, one of three 
areas in Palm Beach Coun- 
ty. Mrs. Margaret Mosley, 
Area Supervisor, also assist- 
ed in the program. Weekly 
workshops. were held - for 
the teachers with consult- 
ants from Florida Atlantic 


University. Dr, Robert Prou- 
ty, Dr. Dorothy Laird, and 
Or. Lynch were the con- 
sultants. 

Language development 
was one of the major ob- 
jectives for the children in 
Project Head Start. The 
teachers in a well-planned 
school day provided enrich- 
ing experiences for the chil- 
dren that the would not 
normally receive. The chil- 
dren also received milk, 
fruit juice in mid-morning 
and a grade "A" lunch each 
day. 

Each child was examined 
by a pediatrician, and tests 
were given each child by 
Head Start nurses. Referrals 
were made immediately to 
the Health Department. 
Many corrections have al- 
ready been made to improve 
the health and functioning 
of the children before the 
opening of school. 

The children were given 
readinéz* and mental mat- 
urity tests.

The ques- 
tion has plagued labor experts 
for years, and they had hoped 
this year to have a govern- 
ment-financed study of the pro- 
blem. Now, however, it ap- 
pears that because of organized 
labor’s opposition, and the La- 
bor Department’s acquiescen- 
ce, the study will never be 
made. 

The AFL-CIO has opposed 
a study of job vacancies in the 
belief that the findings, when 
made public, would be used by 
economic and political conser- 
vatives to argue against gov- 
ernment spending to create 
more jobs. Labor leaderscon- 
tend that even though there may 
be enough jobs to go around, 
they may not be the kind of 
jobs people really want or are 
suited for, and that the gov- 
ernment should continue itsac~ 
tivities in creating new jobs 
for disgruntled workers, as well 
as for the unemployed, 


Labor Secretary W. Willard 
Wirtz is going along with the 
AFL-CIO policy. The labor 
organizations strenuously op- 
pose an appropriation of $2,5 
million for the Bureau of Em- 
ployment Security and another 


$330,000 for the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics which would.have 
been used to study Job vacan- 
cies, and accordingly the House 
knocked the appropriation out of 
the Labor Department's budget. 

Now that the budget is be- 
fore the Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee Secretary Wirtz 
has a chance to ask that the 
appropriation be restored, He 
has not done so, and aides say 
he will not do so because he 
doesn't want any counterbalan- 
cing reduction in requested 
funds to finance neighborhood 
youth centers, 

Mr, Wirtz chooses to con- 
tinue treating the ills rather 
than to learn what may be 
causing them, 

Speaking at a labor dinner 
in Kansas City on June 23, Mr. 
Wirtz said: “I am not sure 
that we are correct in counting 
a person employed when that 
person happens to be filling 
one of the jobs which is avail- 
able, but when that person is 
not doing what he or she is 
capable of doing. We are start- 
ing to wonder whether we should 
not measure employment in 
terms of its full use of the ca- 
pacity of the potential of every 
individual in the country and not 
just in terms of what the sys- 
tem calls for.”

President Johnson has made a 
down payment on his debt to or- 
ganized labor and shortly will pay 
off one political mortgage alto- 
gether. He can burn the mortgage 
when the Senate takes away from 
all.$0 states the right every state 
has enjoyed since the Constitution 
became effective to permit or to 
forbid compulsory unionism with- 
in its borders, 

LBJ's first down payment to la- 
bor was made when the House vot- 
ed 221 to 203 to outlaw right-to- 
work laws in 19 states. This aboli- 
tion of a right possessed by all 
states to forbid compulsory union- 
ism was accomplished by repeal of 
part of the 1947 Taft-Hartley La- 
bor Act. Repealed was section 14B 
which guaranteed to the states the 
right to forbid compulsory union- 
ism. 

Section 14-B was included in the 
original Taft-Hartley Act. It guar- 
anteed workers the right of asso- 
ciation. In this instance, it guar- 
anteed a choice of whether to join 
ar not to join a union. Nineteen
